MANLEY CONVICTION 
REVERSED BY COURT. 
BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


Washington, February 18.—In an 
opinion delivered by Associate Justice 
Pierce Butler, the United States su- 
preme court today set aside a decision 
of the supreme court of Georgia which 
had upheld the conviction of W. D. 
Manley, of Atlanta, in connection 
with the failure in 1926 of the Farm- 
ers and ‘Traders bank, gf which he 


was president,

Associate Justice Rutler, in reading 
the decision, held unconstitutional sec- 
tion 28 of article 20 of the Georgia 
banking act of 1919, under which 
Manley was indicted. The act de- 
clares, in substance, that “every in- 


fraudulent and the president and di- 
rectors shall be severally punished,” 
except that . , “The defendant in 
a case arising under this section may 
repel the presumption of fraud by 
showing that the affairs of the bank 
have been fairly and legally admin- 
MtNTGR. gies” 
Justice Butler's Decision. 

Holding that the Georgia statute 
was in violation. of the due process 
clause of the fourteenth amendment, 
Justice Butler said in part:

Atlanta division, which contains 20 
counts cherging him with using the 
mails toa defraud in violation of Seec- 
tion 215 of the United States penal 
code, it was learned here Monday.

United 
States district attorney, declined to, 
make any statement late Monday aft-' 
ernoon, “In addition to the 20 counts’ 
in the federal indictment against Mr.} 
Manley,” he stated, “there also are A | 
number of indictments against him in| 
the state court and I prefer not to) 
say anything until I have discussed 
the matter with Solicitor Boykin.” 


Each Carries Five Years. 


Each of the 20 counts in the fed- 
eral indictment carries a maximum 
penalty of five years. 

Manley was convicted in the state 
court on November 20, 1926, on 
charges of fraudulent insolvency in 
connection with the failure of the 
Farmers and Traders bank, of which 
he was president. The federal indict- 
ment charging misuse of the mails was 
returned September 2, 1926, and, in 
addition to Manley, named L. R. 
Adams, J. D. Russell, P. J. Baker and 
the late J. A. Sasser as codefendants. 

On February 7, 1927, Manley’s case 
was continued on a plea of serious 
illness, it being claimed that he was 
in no condition to stand trial. The

drawn. The trial actually began on 

February 14, 1927, with the start of 

the introduction of evidence. 
Verdict of Guilty. 

Some six weeks later, on Mare 
the court charged the jury and a ver- 
dict of guilty on two counts was re- 
turned against each of the four de- 
fendants, mercy being recommended in 
the case of Russell. 

Sasser, Baker and Adams were sen- 
tenced to serve five years in the fed- 
eral penitentiary and to pay fines of 
$1,000 each. Russell was given a 
two-vear sentence and a fine of $1,000. 
Pending the hearing of a motion for 
new trial, which was set for April 
23. 1927. bonds for Sasser, Baker and 
Adams was set at $7,500 and for Rus- 
sell at $5,000. 

The motion was heard April 23 and 
overruled one week later. The deci- 
sion was upheld when carried to the 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals and Russell and Adams then 
took steps to get the case before the 
supreme court of the United States.

Long Drawn-Out Fight. 


The appeal of Manley to the United 

States supreme court marked the final 
in a long drawn-ont fight to 
the sentence imposed in Ful- 
ton superior court on November 20, 
1926, following conviction on a charge 
of fraudulent insolvency of the Farm- 
and Traders bank, of which 
was president. 

The Georgia supreme court upheld 
the sentence in an opinion handed 
This lacked less 
than one week of being a year from 
the date on which the new trial plea 
was argued in Fulton superior court 
hefore Judge G. H. Howard. trial 
judge. who denied a new trial. The 
record was declared the

,major cause for the long tenure of the 


case before the supreme court. 

“The evidence sufficient to re- 
quire conviction for fraudulent insel- 
rency,” the state supreme court held. 
“We do not see how the jury coukd 
have reached any 
than that expressed in their verdict.” 

Technical Grounds. 

The Georgia supreme court, decision 
took up in detail the various technical 
grounds om which the defense sought 
a new trial.

Defense Contention. 


It is contended that: 

“1. The Georgia statute is vague, 
indefinite avd uncertain. It fixes no 
ascertainable standard of guilf, but 
leaves the same to be fixed by the 
variant views of different courts and 
juries which may be called upon to 
enforce the statute. Men of common 
intelligence must necessarily guess at 
its meaning and differ as to its ap- 
plication. 

“2. The statute does not secure to 
persons accused thereunder reasonable 
| “3. The presumption raised by the 
| statute from the mere fact of insol- 
vency of the bank that such insolven- 
/ey was produced by fraudulent and 
'eriminal conduct on the part of the 
particular officer or director under 
‘indictment is so arbitrary and norea- 
sonable as to amount to a denial of 
_due process of law.”

Smith Argues Case. 


Marion Smith argued the case for 
Manley in the United States supreme 
court,

“A statute creating a presumption 
that is arbitrary or that operates to 
deny a fair opportunity to repel it 
violates the due process clause of 
the fourteenth amendment. Mere leg- 
islative fiat may not take the place of 
fact in the determination of issues in- 


volving life, liberty or property, ‘It 


is not within the province of a leg- | 


islature to declare an individual guilty 
or presumptively guilty of a crime.’ 

“The presumption here involved 
does not rest upon any definite basis,” 
the opinion continued. “It is raised 
upon proof of any one or more con- 
ditions described as insolvency and 
without regard to the facts upon which 
such condition resulted. The statute 


| does not specify the elements of the 


offense; and so the inference is not 
restricted to any particular point or 
specific issue. The facts so to be pre- 
sumed are as uncertain and vague as 
ithe terms ‘fraudulent’ and ‘fraud’ con- 
trasted with ‘fairly,’ ‘legally,’ ‘hon- 
estly,’ and ‘in accordance with law.’ 
when used to describe the management 
of a bank. 
Facts Not Specified, 

“Nor ‘is the. generality of the pre- 
sumption aided by the allegations of 
the accusation. The indictment mere- 
ly follows the general words of the 
statute without specifying facts to dis- 
close the nature or circumstances of 
the charge. And so as to guilt also, 
the presumption is sweeping. It ex- 
tends to all directors. There may be 
from three to 25. 
required to be a director. 

“The proof which makes a prima 
facie case points to no specific trans- 
action, matter or thing as the cause of 
the fraudulent insolvency or to any 
act or omission of the accused tending 
to show his responsibility. He is to 
be convicted unless he negatives every 
fact, whether act or omission in the 
management of the bank, from which 
fraudulent insolvency might result or 
shows that he is in no way responsible 
for the condition of the bank. 

“Inference of crime and guilt.” Jus- 
tice Butler concluded, “may not rea- 
sonably be drawn from mere inability 
to pay demand deposits and other de- 
mands as they mature. In Georgia, 
banks are permitted to lend up to 85 
per cent of their deposits. Untforeseen 
demands in excess of the reserves re- 
quired do not tend to shew that the 
crime created by section 28 has heen 
committed. The same may be said ds 
to other conditions defined as insol- 
vency. The connection between the 
fact proved and that presumed is not 
sufficient. Reasoning does not lead 
from one to the other. The presump- 
tion created by section 28 is unreason- 
able and arbitrary.”

field to a touchdown. 


No Fault of Team. 


In announcing the change the com- 
mittee stated it took into consideration 
“the fact that in the great majority 
of cases the actual fumble of the ball 
js the error of a single plaver and not 
the fault of the feam as a whole; 
also the fart that loss of the ball by 
reason of a fumble is generally con- 
sidered to be equivalent to the loss of 
about 40 yards. namely the distance 


lost by the fumble itself plus the av- | 


erage distance of a punt—say 
yards, the opportunity for which has 
been lost by reason of the fumble.” 


This rule will not apply in case of | 


forward passes nor to backward 
passes which are intercepted before 
striking the ground, nor will it apply 


to blocked kicks which will be played 


as heretofore, it was emphasized. 
Four Major Changes. 

Of the four rule changes, all im- 
pertant, which were announced as 
the result of a secret session of the 
gridiron legislators in the seuside se- 
clusion .of Absecon, N. J., last Fri- 
day, Sdliurday and Sunday, a second 
similarly barred the door against some 
of the sad consequences of a fumbled 
kick, whereas the rules of 1928 pro- 
vided that when a player fumbles in 
the act of receiving a punt, the ball 
is dead at the point of recovery by 
the opposing team, the revised code 
lists all kinds of booted balls in the 
same category—kickoffs, placements 
and drop kicks as well as punts.

ference,” the rule adds parenthetical- 
ly. “the penalty shall be inflicted.”
